RETREAT SATISFACTORILY MADE 


Is One, While Another Says Comman. 


der-in-Chief Does Not Know 


Whereabouts. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 9.—Fears are 


again expressed for the safety of Gen- 
eral Knroptakiu's rear guard. The 
eommancler-in-chief 
reported 
them 


safe at Mukden yesterday, but it is now 
stated in high circles that Kuropatkin 
evidently has no information 
as to 


their -whereabouts. 


Is Kuropatkin Safe? 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 9.—A dispatch 


from Mukden says the Japanese have 
crossed the Shakhe and are now rest- 
ing. Only the Russian and Japanese 
O'ltposts 
are 
in 
direct 
contact 


Thousands of wounded are being sent 
north. 
Kuronakin's retreat has been 


satisfactorily accomplished . 


The Russia-Chinese bank has been 


closed and the civil authorities are 
preparing to leave. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 9. — In a de- 


layed -communication from a Russian 
correspondent with General Kuropat- 
kln 4s a -graphic description of the 
tattle at Liao Yang, from which the 
following paragraphs are taken: 


"Only the Russian soldiers' tradi- 


tional splendid qualities enabled them 
to support the terrible conditions, of 
which the lack of sleep was the most 
unbearable. 
The Japanese availed 


themselves to the utmost of rain and 
darkness and did not cease fighting, 
their night attacks testing Russian 
endurance severely. 
The Japanese 


suffered terribly, but made light of 
their losses. They continually draft- 
ed fresh reserves Into the ranks to 
replace the worn-out men. 


"Indeed the numerical superiority of 


the Japanese is astounding and in- 
comprehensible, 
for 
after 
.losing 


enough men at Port Arthur and else- 
where to form a perfect army their 
effective strength appears only to in- 
crease, and they still are concentrat- 
ing fresh bodies of troops on the Liao 
river. 


"The battlefield was a perfect hell. 


General Stakelberg was wounded, but. 
despising death, he remained immov- 
able .at his post throughout the day, 
regardless of the rain of shot around 
him,. Several officers of his staff were 
killed or wounded. In the evening 
General-.Stakelberg informed General 
Kuropatkin that he could hold the po- 
sition or take the offensive if neces- 
sary, 


"Among the incidents of the day 


was the slaughter of two Japanese 
battalions, 
which 
were 
pursued 


through the Chinese corn and grain 
to Saitza and surrounded by the Rus- 
sians. They resolutely refused to ac- 
cept quarter, preferring death. 


"In another part of the field the 


Japanese shelled and captured by as- 
sault one of the Russian trenches, 
only to find too late that it had been 
abandoned by the Russians and occu- 
pied by their comrades. They fell oil 
the.prostrate bodies and flooded them 
•with tears. 


"In one case a party of Japanese 


officers found a body of their men re- 
tiring in disorder, and drove them 
back to the battlefield at the point of 
the sword. 


"The Russian frontier guards died 


at their posts, refusing to surrender. 
It was the anniversary of the creation 
of their regiment, which they had cel- 
ebrated the previous night. They lost 
a large proportion of their officers. At 
many points the combatants stoned 
each other. 


"The pits which the Russians had 


dug in the Chinese corn and the grass 
were filled with Japanese corpses, 
•which were trodden over by their 
comrades. The ground was so thickly 
strewn with bodies in one fight tha: 
the Japanese raised a white flag and 
sought permission to bury their dead, 
but this was refused. The air became 
polluted with, the stench. 


"Tha Russian 
evacuation of tho 


forts and entrenchments was carried 
out without loss. The troops crossed 
tfee 
rjvej- ott pontoon, and. railway 


bridges in perfect order and safety, 
burning the bridges after them." 


Will Reorganize Russian Forces. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 9.—Beside the 


formation of two fresh army corps, as 
the first answer to the Japanese suc- 
cess at Liao Yang, the Russian army 
at the front will be reorganized, prob- 
ably in the form of two armies, in 
command of General Linevitch and 
General Baron Kaulhars respectively, 
with General Kuropatkin as comman- 
Ui-JL-iu-uuiui. Gcuuiui 1-Cu.uiLjuia still go 
out with the army corps now organ- 
izing in the governments of Kazan, 
Odessa, 
Vilna 
and 
Kief. 
General 


Linevitch has been ordered by tele- 
graph from Vladivostok to Mukden. 
This decision is due in part, doubt- 
less, to the growing unwieldiness of 
the big force of General Kunxpatkin's 
command, which will be largely in- 
creased by constant reinforcements. 


MINE EXPLODED. 


Japanese Force Marching at Night Is 


Almost Annihilated. 


Chefoo, Sept. 9.—The explosion of 


a land mine caused a frightful dis- 
aster to a Japanese force of 700 men 
who were marching during the night 
on a road in the valley between 
ixmg hill and Division hill. The 
mine was carefully laid by the Rus- 
sians three weeks ago. 
It covered 


nearly a mile of available marching 
space. 
The explosive was placed at 


the bottom. Rocks were placed next, 
jnd on top of these clay was packed 
so carefully that the ground gave the 
impression of not having been dis- 
turbed. The indications of Japanese 
activity in this vicinity put the Rus- 
sians on guard. 
Near midnight the 


outposts rushed in and reported that 
the JapaUfrie were approaching. 
The 


Russians withheld their fire for some 
time. Suddenly they threw a search- 
light up the valley. The Japanese 
opened with a rifle fire. The Russians 
waited until apparently the whole Jap- 
anese column was in the danger zone. 
Then the mine was exploded. 
The 


force of the explosion knocked a num- 
ber of Russians down, and the sight 
of Japanese rifles, water bottles, legs 
and arms hurling through the lighted 
space made by the searchlight was an 
awful spectacle. Some rocks landed 
Inside the Russian lines. There was 
one appalling moment, during which 
the garrison itself was stunned, then 
a deathlike silence. 
The searchlight 


lighted up the road 
and hillsides, 


strewn with dead. The folowing day 
the Russians 
buried ths dead, but 


owing to their dismembered and muti- 
lated condition the Russians were un- 
able accurately to estimate the num- 
ber of killed. A few Japanese escaped, 
however. 
' The foregoing information is con- 
tained in a small sheet issued Sept. 3 
by the Port Arthur Novakrai, a break- 
age in the press having made it im- 
possible to issue a full edition. 


A Chinese arriving here confirms 


the above reuort to the extent of say- 
ing that he heard a report that many 
Japanese had been killed by a mine, 
but he did not learn the details. On 
the nights of Aug. 20 and 27 a similar 
disaster 
befell 
the Japanese near 


Redoubt No. 2, it is reported, but no 
details have been ascertained.

der of the cruiser Bayan, who, it has 
been reported, is to replace Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Ouktomsky in command 
of the Port Arthur squadron.- is pro- 
moted to the rank of rear admiral.

Mukden, Sept. 9.—The terrible rains 


hinder the movements of both armies, 
but there is an interesting movement 
toward Tie pass, north of Mukden.

Decided, the Dryden Trophy 


Match. 


Seagirt, N. J., Sept. 1>.—The Dryden 


trophy match, the most important 
event of the present meet, was won 
by the New Jersey team, which sur- 
passed the work of the other com- 
petitors at the l.OUO-yards range. New 
Jersey is entitled to hold the Dryden 
trophy, valued at ?4,OuO, for one year, 
and to receive $150. Ohio will receive 
second prize, $100, and the United 
States marine corps third prize, |50. 
The winners were loudly cheered by 
the rival teams and by the large gath- 
ering of spectators. 


At the conclusion of the firing at 


COO yards, the second of the 
three 


stages of the match, the New Jersey 
team stood fourth, and was 20 points 
behind the leader. Ohio. At the long- 
est range, however, the Jersey men 
forged to the front and passed the 
United States marine corps, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Ohio, and won 
the contest with a lead of nine points. 
During the firing at GOO yards the Dis- 
trict of Columbia team jumped from 
fourth to second place, and for a time 
was a warm favorite for first honors. 
But the sharpshooters 
from the na- 


tional capital dropped back on the 
1,000-yards range. Ohio took the lead 
at the start and maintained it until 
passed by New Jersey, near the finish. 
Maryland was in fifth place from the 
beginning to the end. At the end oi 
the firing at 200 yards the marine 
corps was in second place. 
It then 


dropped to third and remained there. 


It was possible for each team of 


eight men to score a grand total of 
1,200, allowing 
400 shots for each 


team at each distance, or 50 shots for 
each man at each target.

Chicago, Sept. 9. — President Don- 


nelly of the butchers' union has offl- 
ciallydeclaredthe strike of stockyards 
employes at an end. He telegraphed 
the members of the national executive 
committee asking their consent to all 
announcement of the end of the strug- 
gle, and, having received favorable 
answers 
from all. he declared the 


strike of the members ol his organiza- 
tion ended. 


The strike of the members of the 


affiliated 
unions at the stockyards, 


who quit work in sympathy with the 
butchers, will officially be called off 
at a meeting of the conference board 
of the allied trades. This was decided 
on at a meeting of the central body of 
the allied trades. 


Donnelly said his men were defeat- 


ed, and that in order to save his union 
from disruption he would order his 
men to return to work, no matter 
v.-hat course might be taken by other, 
unions. As the other unions had no 
grievance of their own, but had gone 
on strike to aid the butchers, there 
was nothing left for them but to fol- 
low the lead 
of Mr. Donnelly; and 


they too decided to call off the strike 
as far as they were concerned. 


When the packers were advised 


that it had been decided to end the 
strike they announced that theywould 
give places as. far as possible to the' 
skilled men, but it was said at the 
same time that many of these men 
would be unable to secure their old 
places, as in many cases 
the work 


was beins performed in a satisfactory 
manner by men v/ho had been secured 
since 
the 
commencement 
of 
the 


strike 
It is expected that the major- 


ity of the unskilled men will be unable 
to secure their places again. It was 
the question of a wage scale for this 
class of men that brought about the 
strike, the packers refusing to sign aa 
agreement with any class other than 
skilled workmen. 


During the 
strike 
approximately 


53,000 persons have been involved in 
the struggle, which is estimated to 
have cost the men about $5,000,000 in 
wages, as against an estimated loss of 
$7,500.000 to the packers in loss of 
business and increased expenses.
